Washington Oladden, writing aboi 
the history of Baster in the March 
Woman's Home Companion, shows 
bow eggs have been connected with 
Baster from the earliest days. Dr. 
Gladdcn's expiannilon of the origin 
of the custom of using eggs on Kas- 
ter follows: 

"Probably the fact that the egg 
holds, shut up In Itself, the ele- 
ments of future life — a life which 
may long be dormant and then come 
forth Into vigor and beauty. Into 
consciousness and activity — made it 
a proper symbol of the resurrsctlon. 
But of all the millions who have dec 
orated eggs at the Ea.ster season or 
played with them as a pretty toy, or 
fed upon them as a delicacy, very 
few bavq ever stopped to reflect up- 
on the profound meaning of the em- 
blem. In my own boyhood a break- 
fast of eggs was one of the unwrit- 
ten regulations of Kaster Sunday;
